been thoroughly achieved.

Chinese army in Corea has ceased to 
exist It is estimated, allowing for ex- 
aggerations, it most have numbered 
10,000 and probably exceeded that fig- 
ure. 
The opposing foroe actually en- 


gaged ia estimated by the best authori- 
ties at 13,000 to 15,000. The entire Jap- 
anese body in the peninsula was un- 
doubtedly much larger, bat strong de- 
tachments were required to hold open 
the ports, and to guard communication 
throughout the country. All the ad- 
vantages of position were with the Chi- 
nese. Tha walled city which they oc- 
cupied stands on. tha slope of a hill 
which the Japanese were obliged to 
ascend before reaching the gates. 


At the foot of the hill rnus a broad 


aud rapid river, wholly uiiprovided 
with bridges. For sir weeks the Chi- 
nese had boon in possession, daily 
strengthening their defenses. "Yet noth- 
ing substantial was done and no prepa- 
rations for a battle were anywhere visi- 
ble when the advancing Japanese came 
in sight of the Tai-Toug river. Al- 
though reports of desperate fighting are 
telegraphed from the field tne oout^-it 
can not possibly have been a severe one. 
The losses of the Japanese side are not 
reckoned aboye a. few hundred killed 
and wounded, and full returns will 
hardly swell the list to 1,000. The Chi- 
nese loss is not known. The majority 
are understood to be prisoners, 
f The Japanese realize theirs was not so 
much a triumph of valor as it was a 
triumph oi: fine organization and dis- 
cipline over utter hick of system and 
order." 
The campaign was wholly 
planned in Tokio, and oiders were car- 
ried out to the letter. General Nozu 
led the principal column northward to 
cross the Tai-Tong at several points and 
blocked all r jads leading from Phyong- 
Yang. About iiopt. 1 Major General 
Oseko was sent from Japan to Weusan 
with a smaller force, which marched 
southward to join the attack from that 
direction. 
A connection -\va-s made 
Sept. 13, and the assault began on the 
15th. On the moruiug of the JUth the 
city was taken, Four Chino.*'..1 generals 
surrendered with all the troops they 
could control, as well as the e.itire storo 
of arms and ammunition and tressuro 
variously estimated frjm 1100,000 'to 
(100,000. 
Yesterday (Sept. 20) while the ex- 


citement caused by the victory was at 
fever heat, meager news was received 
ia Tokio of a brilliant success in Corean 
waters near the mouth of the Yalu 
river. At a point 25 miies northeast of 
Hai-Yang-Tao the Japanese aud Chinese 
fleets mot, the latter consisting of 11 
men-of-war and six torpedo bouts. After 
•a engagement of several hours the 
Chinese fU.J, leaviug four ships sunk 
said one burned. The latter is said to 
have been destroyed by the crew. The 
Japanese fleet is reported entirely unin- 
jured. Authentic reports are not j"et ut, 
hand, however. 
The Japanese emperor's progress 


from Tokio to Hiroshima, where Be 
will supervise the army aud navy move- 
ments, was the occasion for unprece- 
dented displays of local enthusiasm. 
At every station lie was cheered by ex- 
cited crowds, whose cries sounded 
•trangaly in the ears of those who re- 
member the days when the imperial 
presence was surrounded with mystery 
and silent awe. Twenty-five years ago 
th« sovereign of Japan could, not be 
looked" upon by his people. When he 
passed all heads were lx>we(l and all 
bodies prostrated. His name could not 
b» uttered by the masses. Sow he 
conies and goes freely andlistens withob- 
vious pleasure to the acclamations of the 
populace and turns his countenance in 
response to every demonstration. This 
last innovation was never observed un- 
til his passage through the streets of 
the capital on Sept. 13, but it has since 
been the rnle. 
The applications for the Japanese 


war bonds have exceeded 70,000,000 
yen, more than double the amount called 
for. The highest bidder made an offer 
of 20 per cent premium. Eighty mill- 
ions were bid for at an average of 6 per 
cent premium »n<U6,000,000 at par. 
Contrary to expectation the floating of 
the loan has not perceptibly affected 
the money market. No heavy drafts 
have been made on the banks, and it is 
snppond » large portion of the money 
wiffoonw froin provincial hoards hith- 
erto lying Idle.

The French minister at Pekin is em- 


phatic in demanding reparation from 
the Tsuug Li Yamau for tho assassina- 
tion of the Frenchman, Jofse, by Chi- 
nese soldiers in Corea. 


A rigid investigation is proceeding of 


the cause of the French customs offi- 
cers who were put to death by Chinese 
on the border of Tonquin, aud whoso 
wives and daughters were cruelly mal- 
treated. 
No steps, as far as Taiown, 


have been taken toward exacting re- 
dress for the murder of Mr. Wylie, the 
Scottish missionary, killed by a mili- 
tary rabble in the north. 


The latest sufferers from mob vio- 


lence are two German clergyman, who 
were taken from their homes in Vengia 
and held captives in the mountains un- 
til ransomed for 100 taels. 


Conflicting reports are published re- 
specting the treatment of two alleged 
J apanese spies delivered to the Chinese 
by the United States consul general. 
According to newspaper accounts they 
are already beheaded. Another states 
that they received every consideration 
pennisaable in their cases. The foreign 
community recognizes the obligation of 
the consul general to surrender them in 
obedience to instructions from his gov- 
ernment, but deplore the manner in 
which thoy were given up. 
It is 
claimed that if the United States repre- 
sentatives had no right to oii'er protec- 
tion neither had they auy authority 
whatever over the two men who should 
consequently have been freio from his i 
.interference. But, instead of dismiss-1 
ing them, he took them iu a carriage to 
the boundary of the settlement and 
there put them in custody of Chinese 
guards. The American official, in fact, j 
was required, it is said, to act as con- 
stable for the native authorities, andi in 
that capacity to enforce the imprison- 
ment aud end the lives of the men who 
had clung to the belief that they could 
look to him for friendly aid and counsel. 


The proof that they were spies him 


not been produced. Meanwhile a re- 
port comes from Ningpo that a Japa- 
nese, who was arrested there on sus- 
picion of being a spy, has had his 
ankles smashed with a hammer to ex- 
tort a confession from him. In this 
connection it is interesting to note that 
a Chinese suspected of a scheme to ob- 
tain plans of the Fnttsu fortifications in 
Japan, was arrested in Yokohama and 
deported Sept. 17 to his own country.

ChlneM Side of tho Story. 


LONDON, Oct. C.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Shanghai says that accord- 
ing to Chinese reports, no pitched battle 
was fought at Ping-Yang, Corea. The 
Chinese there, according to those stories, 
numbered 12,000 men, and they were 
greatly outnumbered by tha Japanese 
troops. The Chinese general, Yen. it is 
also said, was prostrated with dysen- 
tery, and withdrew his whole force. 
General "Wei, the Chinese say, did the 
same, leaving only General Tsa's force 
of 2 300 men to fight against overwhelm- 
ing odds, until all were killed, with the 
exception of 800, who were taken pris- 
oners. 
Nothing is known ai^bnanghai in re- 
card to the reported insurrection aud 
mutinies on the part" of the Chinese 
troops.

open dituh running1 through the main 
street, into which a number of Bowers 
emptied, The attorney general holds 
that "A municipal corporation which 
oonstrncfcs a sower with 
an oatlec 


emptying into an opou ditch within 
tho 
corporation, thus 
creating 
a 


public nuisimce, may be indicted for 
creating aud maintaining a public nui- 
sance." 'Under this opinion it is the 
belief that the wtato board of health has 
full power to prevent cities from pollut- 
ing streams within tlie corporation, by 
running sewers into the same.

W here the annual rent 
does not exceed 200 marks there is uo 
tax levied; oil rentals! of from 201 to 400 
marks the rate is 2 por cent; from 401 to 
600 marks, 3 per cent; from C01 to SOO 
marks, 4 per ceut; from 801 to ] ,000 
marks, 6 per ceut; exceeding 1,000 
marks, 6 2-3 per cent. The house tax 
itself is uniform at '3 2-9 per cent of the 
total receipts or use value of the prop- 
erty.

dogs wore attacked with tho dread 
' 'piblockto," which soems to bo a specie 
of rabies peculiar to (he Eskimo oaaini 
family. A blizzard,of which the mtrepk 
leadorsays the judgment will bo that i 
was tho most severe storm over experi 
encecl by an arctic party, was eucannteroc 
March 20 to 20. . Three of the men wen 
in a tent 50 feet away from the rest. Thi 
wind forced au entrance into their tent 
aud in order to keep from being smoth 
ered with tho BUOW needles they were 
forced to seek the shelter oi the larger 
tout. In running this distance of 50fee 
one of them had his heel -frozen; (mother 
a toe, two fingers and a thumb. W 
the storm -was like may be judged from 
that. Poary writes, "The straining an( 
flapping of the tent, the deafening roai 
of the wind, the devilish hissing of tin 
drift, the howling and screaming of the 
poor dogs, made a pandemonium nover 
to be forgotten." 


Yet through it all Peary himself pre 


served magnificent health and spirits. 
Others went clown. Ho never did for 
cue moment. 
He oven required less 


clothing thau tho others and gave np 
his "deerskin sleeping trousers" to 
Davidson during the storm. At that 
time they wero a milo above sea love. 
on the ice cap, nud the thermometer 
sank to CO below aero. Tli^t men can 
live aud even Ijo comparatively comfort- 
tahle in such a temperature shows the 
adaptability of tho human race. Tho 
early arctic explorers would have per- 
ished in such u winter, Peary has be- 
come acclimated and is going to try to 
roach the. northeast Greenland slioro 
next summer, remaining once more ic 
tho frozen north so as to get au early 
etart in tho spring. Ho has the trno ex- 
plorer's spirit. But nature herself was 
against him in 189-1, aiid he only made 
135 miles northward. 


It is interesting to know that tho food 


tho party found most nourishing and 
warming was hot tea, hot pea soup and 
pemmieau. In tlio course of his iiarra- 
tivo Peary gives the terrifying ->retio re- 
gion a uamo whioh is poetically fitting. 
He calls it "tho great white desert." 


Looking at tho pictures of Hcary W. 


Howgato, the captured embezzler and 
ex-chief of tho Uni ted States signal serv- 
iee, one wonders whether he would not 
have'had a better time of it if he had 


en himself up to justice 12 years ago 


aud served out his sontcueo in the peni- 
tentiary, as he will hjivo to do now. 
Twolve years ago ho was a handsome, 
dark haired, popular man. 
Today ho is 


old and bout, with slovenly long hair 
and beard anil n generally tumble down 
look. Like the old boolw ho sold, he re- 
sembles n secondhand purchase that 
:ias seen better days a long time ago. 
Tho companion of his guilt, for whom 
ho stole, deserted him long since. He is 
irobably without a real friend on earth. 
In all tho years since ho skipped his 
bail he has not dared to make a new 
friend or familiar acquaintance. Each 
night as ho wont to bed he must have 
been hatiuted with Uis thought that the 
next one might ho passed in a felon's 
cell.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


BALL BBAUINUS A FAILUKB. 


The experiment with ball bearings 


or wagons has not proved satlsfac- 
.ory. The time has not come when 
t will pay. Professor Sweet, who 
made the experiments, says "it would 
oe better to use the same money to 
)ut wide tlrea on the wheels ana cut 
'ff the forward axles so as to bring 
jhe forward wheels the width o:f 
.he tires nearer together than the 
lind ones. 
He writes: 
"I have 


ust been over a dirt road where 100 
xines of limestone are drawn every 
day, 
and 
the 
ruts 
were t-bor- 


ible when only common wagons 
were used. This road is now splendid, 
all owing to the use of half the num 
ber 
of wagons 
built 
as 
above 


described, while the ball bearings 
could at best reduce the power to 
draw farm wagons only from 5 to 10 
>er cent. The wide tires and short 
ixle wagons would reduce the cost o! 
lauling on the tuna' roads JO to 50 
>er cent., and the cost of the chang- 
ng to ball bearings would equal the 
cost of the new wheels and front or 
back axles." 


HAY AC'CEIT NO MORE OBAIN. 


The eastern lines out of Chicago 


are seriously troubled because of an 
nsufflcient number of cars to handle 
,he heavy amount of grain which the 
western roads have been pouring into 
Chicago for the past three weeks 
The difficulty lies in the fact that 
ihey cannot get the eastern consign- 
ees to take the grain as fast as the 
roads deliver it. They are finding it 
so difficult to be carriers and ware- 
louse men at the same time, that 
ihey are thinking of issuing instruc- 
tions to their agents in the west tell- 
ng them to accept no more grain for 
shipment until the blockade which 
now threatens in Chicago, can be re- 
"ieved. 


FIRINQ WITH OIL. 


Most all of the railways are now 


^ring up locomotives when cold with 
crude oil and waste at a great sav 
ing over doing it with wood. 
The 


coal is placed in the (ire box, then 
covered with waste and crude ol 
that costs but a trifle per gallon 
poured upon it, the heat being inten 
sided by a blower run by a stationary 
engine. By this process an engine 
:an be Bred up in forty-five minutes 
or less, while it requires one hour or 
more to tire it up with wood ant 
costs a much larger surn of money 
than the crude oil.

freight and, it will be remembered, 
stopped on a grade at

fayette, to pick up some cars. When 
the train stopped the head brake- 
man cut off the engine. It was the 
duty of tbe rear brakeman to take 
care of that part of the train, which 
consisted ..of nineteen cars, but in- 
stead of remaining at his past he left 
the train and followed the engine, 
which had been run some distance 
ahead and backed into a side track to 
get some cars. lu this instance the 
brakeman did not have even one 
brake set and got off of the train be- 
fore tne engine was cut 
off. The 


train started back so slowly at first 
that no noise was made until it had 
got some. distance down the hill. 
Finally the conductor missed the cars 
and started to run after them, but by 
this time the cars were a mile away 
and tearing down toward a Big Four 
passenger train which was standing 
at the depot, and which would have 
resulted in a frightful loss of life 
had it not been for the prompt ac-
